of the council of the league of nations,

Wilson to prevent future wars, was 
held here today. The United States 
was not represented. 


By the-meeting today the league of 


nations becomes a reality, altho it has 
not yet been approved by the United 
States senate. 


Leon Bourgeois, who represented 


France- at the hearings on the league 
of nations during the peace confer- 
ence, presided and made the opening 
address, outlining the work before the 
organization. 


When the various delegates gath- 


ered in the historic Clock Hall of the 
foreign office, 
it was stated that the 


most important business before the 
meeting was the setting up of the va- 
rious commissions, which will carry 
out certain provisions of the peace 
treaty. 


In addition to M. Bourgeoise, who
